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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN AND 
OVERSEERS OF THE POOR FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING DEC. 31, 1901. 


After the annual election in March, the board organized 
by the choice of Julius Guild as chairman, and John S. Allen, 


clerk. 
The almshouse is still under the care of Mr. and Mrs. L. H. 


Leighton, and the financial report already given, shows the same 
economical management as heretofore, the cost being reduced 
from $4.08 per week to $3.874, with a total of 245 weeks. 

We would again call the attention of the citizens of the town 
to the imperative need of a new building. An inspector of the 
State Board of Charity visited the house during the year, and a 
sentence from his report as printed and circulated over the state, 
lends additional emphasis to the situation. He says among othe! 
things, “the almshouse is in the same very bad condition previ- 
ously noted, the building being entirely unfit for usé.’>- With 
such words as these going abroad, we feel sure the town will take 
such action in the matter as will prevent any such report in the 


future. : 
According to the vote of the town, early in the spring we 


solicited bids for concrete work, and found that as predicted, 
material saving, amounting to 10 per cent. would be made by 
contracting for $5,000 worth instead of $1,000, and this was de™ 
cided upon. On receiving the bids, a careful investigation led us 
to award the contract to C. F. Bailey of Lawrence. Owing to 
various delays, the advent of cold weather prevented the com- 
pletion of all the work planned, and we were unable to do any 
work at South Walpole. There is a balance of about fifteen 
hundred dollars which will be available for this and other work 
the coming year. : 
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Early in the season a misunderstanding arose between the 
Electric Light Company and the Selectmen, concerning the 
length of time the lights should burn, and it developed that 
while heretofore the lights had burned all night, there never had 
been any written contract for this, and when the new manage- 
ment of the company came in, they commenced to shut off the 
lights at one o’clock, claiming that the price of $15 was for one 
o'clock lighting. We immediately notified the company and had 
a conference with their treasurer, Mr. Robinson. We found that 
surrounding towns were paying $15 for one o’clock lighting, but 
Mr. Robinson, in consideration of the misunderstanding in the 
matter, agreed to light until two o’clock, and from four-thirty till 
sunrise, until the annual.town meeting, when his company would 
submit a proposition for a contract for one or more years. 


According to vote of town we arranged a settlement of the 
land damage claim on Main street of the Plimpton estate by 
leaving it out to three men. We appointed N. W. Fisher, the 
Plimpton estate chose Geo. A. Russell, and these two selected 
F. K. Bonney, and the award of $300 as rendered by them was. 
paid as per report. 


Five of the accounts in our financial report show amounts 
due from ‘Tax Levy of 1902. Three of these, Fire Dept. Shed, 
Tree Warden Special and Public Library Plans were raised and 
appropriated at special town meetings too late for the assessors 
to put in this year’s account. 


-Vhe notes and interest is caused by the fact that although 
the town voted to pay $3,000 towards its water bond, through 
some oversight this amount was not included in the amount 
raised for town purposes and therefore must be carried to 1902 
account. The amount due the miscellaneous account is owing 
to the vote of the town that the Selectmen be instructed to make 
a settlement with Messrs. Fay and McDonald, and owing to the 
large amount of insurance, and discounts on taxes already 
charged to this account, we are obliged to ask for this amount on 
next year’s appropriations.

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There is very little to report on the matter of abolishment of 
grade crossings. We placed a man on the crossings for two or 
three days taking notes of the travel and the whole matter is 
taking the usual course. We have secured a flagman at Kendall 
street crossing until such time as the crossing is abolished. 

As has happened before, there is now a large amount of un- 
collected taxes on West Walpole Plain lots, and as this amount 
is due on appropriations of this and previous years it creates an 
embarassing stringency in the town finances at the close of the 
year, and the Selectmen would recommend that three years of 
these taxes be abated and an appropriation made to cover the 
necessary amount. i

REPORT OF TREE WARDEN. 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 
NEW TREES. 


Owing to a smaller appropriation this year, no attempt was 
made to set out more young trees, and the whole work was devoted 
to trimming. 

The recommendation made in last year’s report, in regard to 
new trees, ought to be carried out, especially in the case of School 
street and Massachusetts avenue. 


TRIMMING. 


The work of trimming was taken up where it was left off last 
year, and continued in June, July and August until the appropri- 
ation was nearly exhausted. George H. Kingsbury was put in 
charge of this work, and covered the following territory : 


Main street, from New England railroad to Fisher street, except 
a portion near Gill street. 
Fisher street, from Main street to house of Lewis Fisher. 
East street, from Diamond street to Washington street, and also 
from Main street westerly. 
‘Washington street, from Short street to the Norwood line, Short 
street and Bird street. 
Union street, from Washington street to Pleasant street. 
Spring street, from Main street to house of Frank Fisher, Maple 
street and Clark avenue. 
Generally through South Walpole village. 
There still remains considerable trimming that ought to be 
attended to. 
: HEARINGS. 
Several hearings were called in the matter of removing cer- 
tain trees, the group on the corner of Main and Front streets 
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eliciting the most discussion. A petition against the removal of 
this group, signed by 66 citizens, was presented. Many continue 
to think this clump of trees an obstruction that ought to -be 
removed. 


THE ELM LEAF BEETLE. 


It seems most probable that the coming summer will see the 
elm leaf beetle working its usual destruction in our town. In 
fact it is rather surprising that our elms were not over-run with 
this pest during the past season, for in Foxboro, after the elms of 
the common and principal streets had been completely defoliated, 
these voracious insects had only to drop to the electric cars and 
obtain free passage to Walpole. When they do arrive the Tree 
Warden will naturally be expected to fight them. 

‘The only effective remedy seems to lie in spraying. An out- 
fit suitable for this work could be bought, and some spraying 
could be done for two or three hundred dollars. Any extensive 
operations would probably require five hundred. 


THE TREES VS. ELECTRICS, 


During the past year considerable injury has been done by 
the currents of electricity escaping from the wires of the railroad 
and light companies. Probably the greatest mischief has been 
done to what were once some of the finest maples along our 
streets—those near the residences of George P. Hartshorn and 
Mr. Bonney. 

Ata Town meeting held in August the sum of $200 was 
appropriated to enable the Tree Warden to prosecute any 
company whose wires had destroyed or injured street trees. 

Legal advice has already been taken, but no action begun 
yet.

To THE Town OF WALPOLE: 


The undersigned committee appointed by the town for the 
building of the Engine House for the Town of Walpole respect- 
fully submit the following report : 

Your committee has caused to be erected on the lot in the 
rear and adjacent to the Town Hpuse lot, a commodious building 
sufficient for the needs of the fire department for some years to 
come. The building is plainly but substantially finished, and 
your committee feel that good materials and excellent workman- 
ship have been furnished in the structure. ‘The amount appro- 
priated by the town for the said building was four thousand 
dollars, which was to include the cost of the land. Your com- 
mittee was obliged to pay slightly more for the land than was at 
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first estimated, and have also deemed it wise to make a few 
additions to the building itself not included in the plans originally 
submitted by the architect, but nevertheless deemed essential 
by the fire department. The total cost of such additions amount- 
ing to eighty*four dollars and ten cents more than the appropria- 
tion. A detailed report of the expenditure follows :

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


For the year ending Jan. 1, 1902, there have been but three 
cases of diphtheria reported (and these all in one family), one 
case of typhoid fever and twenty-one of measles. 

With the exception of the last, the record of the other 
deseases continues to be small. Plumbing has been put in in 
twenty-six places and inspected during the year. Although 
plumbing may be properly done, it does not aliways- ‘take care of 
itself, and needs to be watched and kept in good condition or it 
may become a source of great danger to health, and we would 
continue to advise all householders to see that the drainage from 
their premises is kept in good condition—this is of much more 
importance now than it was before the water supply was put in. 

The removal from town of Dr. C. H. Hallowell left a vacancy 
on the Board which has not been filled.

TWENTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
WALPOLE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The year 1901 has come to an end, and once more it be- 
comes the duty of the trustees of the Public J.ibrary to present 
their annual report. The past year has been an eventful one in 
matters pertaining to our library. At the last annual town meet- 
ing the sun of $300 was appropriated for the purpose of erecting 
a steel gallery in the library which at that time was very much 
over-crowded. ‘The trustees believed that a gallery of this nature 
would relieve the congestion, and make room perhaps for what 
additional books they might purchase for the next four years. 
Plans were drawn up for this gallery, and the trustees had the 
matter of letting out the contract under consideration, when a 
letter was received from one of our prominent citizens, asking for 
full information in regard to space now occupied by the library, 
and its probable wants for the next twenty years. ‘The chairman, 
with other members of the board, waited on the gentleman above 
referred to, and learned from him that there was a possibility of 
a donation being made to the town, whereby it might be able to 
build a new public library. The trustees reconsidered the matter 
of building a gallery, which at the best was but a makeshift, and 
decided to see if it were not possible to provide room in some 
other way. By conferring with the library bureau of Boston we 
found that we could purchase a steel stack which would hold 
1200 volumes for $135. This stack was purchased on condition 
that in case of removal into a new library, if not adapted to the 
new building, it could be exchanged at full value. Our reason for 
speaking of this matter so fully is because none of the $300 ap- 
propriated was available for a stack, and it had to be paid for out 
of the regular library appropriation. Now while in all probability 
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we will have a new library building, it will not be available before 
another year, and it will be necessary to purchase another stack 
of the same dimensions. For that reason we have had inserted in 
the town warrant an article asking the town to turn over to the 
trustees the $300 which was appropriated for a gallery. We trust 
that the citizens will endorse our action and see the reasonable- 
ness of this request. 

The circulation for the past year has been very gratifying, as 
you will notice in the report of the librarian, an increase of 1476 
volumes over that of 1900. We are informed by those in a posi- 
tion to know, that the circulation compares very favorably with 
that of any town of equal population in the state. There has 
been a great increase in the use of the reading room over that of 
other years, and there is no doubt that if it were possible to have 
a reading room where more space could be had it would be used 
much more than it is at present. 


The trustees still continue to keep the library open Sunday 
_atternoon-and evening. ‘The expense of this was defrayed by a 
patron of the library for the first two years, but is now met from 
the regular appropriation. We believe that the keeping open of 
the library on Sundays is of incalculable benefit, as any one may 
see who will take the trouble to visit the library on a Sunday. 


The plan of adding to the library an art collection has been 
continued, one hundred and twenty-five photographs having been 
added during the past year, completing the city of Florence. 
Other European cities will be taken up in the order of their im- 
portancé. We judge these photographs are very much appre- 
ciated by their constant use by the patrons of the library. 

March 19th, 1901, the trustees voted that a letter be written 
to Mr. Andrew Carnegie soliciting consideration of the need of a 
library building in Walpole. This letter was forwarded, with a 
note by Mr. George A. Plimpton. In July an answer was re- 
ceived containing the following offer: “If the city of Walpole 
will furnish a suitable site and pledge itself to maintain the library 
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at a cost of not less than $1,500 per year, Mr. Carnegie will be 
glad to give $15,000 for a Free Library building. 


(Signed), Jas. BERTRAM, P. Sec’y.” 


A public hearing was held August 13th, when Mr. Moore 
read the following letter: 


“Dear Sir: If Mr. Carnegie’s offer is accepted, and a library 
building is to be built, I would like to give to the Town the lot of 
land (about three-fourths of an acre) on corner of Lewis avenue 
and Common street, to be used as a site for a library building, 
provided the location is acceptable to the trustees. The small 
house would be removed from the lot. ;

A special Town Meeting was held Tuesday evening, Aug. 
27th, when the following action was taken in relation to these 
matters: Voted, ‘That the Town of Walpole hereby accepts the 
offer of Mr. Andrew Carnegie to contribute the sum of fifteen 
thousand ($15,000) dollars towards the erection of a Public 
Library Building, in the Town of Walpole, subject to the condi- 
tions named in his offer to the Town; and that the citizens of the 
Town of Walpole, in Town Meeting assembled, do hereby extend 
their thanks to Mr. Carnegie for this his added contribution to 
the popular dissemination of knowlege. 


Voted. That the Town of Walpole hereby accepts fhe lot of 
land known as “the Miss A. F. Clap lot,” offered by Mr. Bird as 
a site for a Public Library building ; and that the thanks of his 
fellow citizens, in Town meeting assembled, be extended to Mr. 
Bird for his generous and timely offer. 

Voted: ‘That the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of three hundred ($3800) dollars to be expended by the Trustees 
of the Public Library for the purpose of procuring plans and 
specifications for a Public Library building; and that the said 
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Trustees be directed to solicit not less than six preliminary 
sketches, by such architects as they may choose, and report upon 
the same at a future Town Meeting to be called for the purpose. 


A copy of these votes, certified to by the Town Clerk, was 
forwarded to Mr. Carnegie, and no further communication has 
been received from him. 


The resignation of Miss Nettie S. Gough, after twelve years 
of service as librarian, has been accepted, to take effect March 
first. In severing the relations which have so long existed 
between Miss Gough and our Public Library, the trustees desire 
to put on record their appreciation of her readiness to assist 
them and carry out their suggestions, her uniform courtesy and 
kindness to the patrons of the library, and her faithful and un- 
tiring service in the interests of the library. As she retires from 
public duty, she carries with her the esteem and good wishes 
of all. 

The following statistics for the year 1901 have been sub- 
mitted by Miss Gough, the librarian. The trustees tender their 
thanks to the publishers of the Dedham Transcript, Walpole Star 


and Central Norfolk Democrat, who have kindly given their 


papers during the past year. 
It has been customary in the past for the trustees to ask for 
the amount of money they would need for each year. As this 


‘matter has keen virtually settled by the acceptance of Mr. 


Carnegie’s offer, whereby the town pledged itself to appropriate 
at least the sum of $1,500 per year for the maintenance of the 
library, we merely ask that that sum be appropriated. 


In addition to the $15,000 donated by Mr. Carnegie, the 
trustees have about $6,000 which is available. ‘The trustees very 
much desire to expend all this sum on the building alone, and 
we see no better way of closing our report than by repeating 
substantially what we said last year: that while the citizens of 
the town have been very generous towards the library in the past, 
there are always opportunities to make.good use of more money, 
and it is earnestly hoped that this will be borne in mind by all 
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friends of the library, and that a number of our citizens will 
it upon themselves to donate a sum of money sufficient to fu 
the new library, so that the building committee will. be 
use all this money for the building alone.

Charles A. Gilmore and Thomas O’Donahue 
were appointed and sworn by the Town Clerk as tellers, to aid 
the Town Clerk in receiving, sorting and counting votes for mod- 
erator. 

Article One. Mr. William Moore was chosen Moderator by 
ballot, in receiving which the check list was used. 


Article Two. Voted to choose by ballot one Town Clerk, 
one Town Treasurer, three Selectmen, who shall be Overseers of 
Poor, three Assessors of Taxes, one Collector of Taxes, one Tree 
Warden, three Constables, three Auditors, three Fence Viewers, 
all for one year, one Water Commissioner for three years, one 
member of the Board of Health for three years, two School 
Committee for three years, two School Committee for two years, 
two Trustees of Public Library for three years, one Highway 
Surveyor for one year. And also on the same ballot to vote upon 
the question “ Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxica- 
ting liquors in the town?” 

Before the opening of the polls the selectmen appointed as 
ballot clerks S. Eugene Bentley, Harry L. Howard, John H. Smith, 
and Thomas O’Donahue, and as tellers to aid in receiving, sort- 
ing and counting the ballots, Frank N. Spear, Jonn H. Maguire, 
George H. Ryan, all of whom were duly sworn by the Town Clerk 
before entering upon their duties. 

Eight voting shelves or compartments were provided ky the 
town according to law, and guarded as the law requires. 

After the moderator had been chosen as aforesaid, and before 
the opening of the polls, the Town Clerk delivered to said ballot 
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clerks the bundle packed by him, and sealed as required by law, 
containing 1050 official ballots, and 75 special official ballots for 
school committee only, and took the receipt of said ballot clerks 
and also the moderator, therefor, and the Town Clerk caused the 
card of instructions to be-posted in each of the eight voting com- 
partments provided by the Town, and guarded as required by law, 
and also caused the cards of instruction and specimen ballots to 
be posted about the polling room, outside the guard rails, as re- 
quired by law. 

Upon the delivery of the ballots to the voters by the ballot 
clerks, the check list was used, and the name of each voter re- 
ceiving a ballot was announced and checked thereon. The ballot 
as delivered to each voter was by such voter marked in the vot- 
ing compartments, and deposited by the voter in the ballot box, 
called the “ Acme,” furnished and certified to by the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth, and the name of each voter depositing a 
ballot in said box was announced in a loud and distinct tone of 
voice, and checked upon the voting list by the election officers in 
charge of said box and list. 

The blank forms furnished by the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth were used by the election officers, the ballots were divided 
into blocks and canvassed by the tellers, and the result thereof 
was in each case reported to the Moderator, who caused the same 
to be recorded on the blank forms provided for the purpose. The . 
whole number of ballots cast was 415. The check lists used for 
the voters each showed 415 names checked thereon. and the 
register on the ballot box showed 411 names registered at the 
ballot box.

Article Twenty-seven. Voted that the Trustees of the 
Public Library be authorized to have a gallery constructed in the 
Library rooms in accordance with a plan submitted, and that the 
sum of $300 be appropriated therefor. 
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Article Twenty-eight. The Committee appointed at the last 
Town Meeting made the following report: 

Your committee, appointed at the last meeting to bring in a 
report on the condition of the Alms House building, begs leave 
to submit the following : nf 


Avisit was made to the Alms House March 11, every 
member appointed on the committee being present, and a 
thorough examination of the premises made. 

We found the main house above the first floor in fairly good 
condition. With new sills and floor joists for the first floor the 
building can be made to last for a good many years. 

The ell in which the inmates are quartered we found in a 
state bordering on collapse. It was at best but a mere shell, and 
has been patched up from time to time, rooms added here and 
there. Now with decayed sills, floor joists and posts, etc., it 
seems ready to fall on the heads of the inmates ; in fact, it is not 
worthy of a thought except to be torn down and removed. 

The barn is in apparently good condition, needing no repairs 
with the exception of shingling. 

In view of these facts your committee begs leave to submit 
to the voters of the town for consideration two propositions : 


First: That the main house be repaired, and that the ell 
occupied by the inmates be torn down and removed, to be 
replaced by a one story annex about 30 x 60 ft. containing a 
kitchen, two sitting-rooms, two bath rooms and ten bed-rooms. 


(Whichever plan is adopted, a separate building for the 
housing of tramps will have to be provided, at a possible cost of 


~ $500.00.) 


These improvements, including plumbing and steam heating 
apparatus, can be accomplished for about $3,509.09 plus $500.00 
for Tramp house, making $4,000.00. ‘The State Board of Charity 
are somewhat arbitrary in their requirements as to building for 
accommodation of the poor, insisting upon separate apartments 
including bath room for the males and females, also requiring 
that rooms above the first floor be directly connected with out- 
side fire escapes. 
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In view of these rules, we recommed one story annex for the 
inmates. 

Second: That the town abandon the present Alms house 
site and secure a location off the main street and build an entirely. 
new set of buildings. We should advise a building lot of not less 
than five acres, a house with suitable accommodations for ten or 
twelve inmates, also accommodations for keeper and family, which 
means a building of about twenty rooms. Such a building, in- 
cluding bath room, laundry and heating apparatus we estimate to 
cost $7,900. Allowing $750.00 for barn, $1,000 for land, and 10 
per cent for contingencies, bring total cost up to $10,000.00 
approximately. 

Which of the two plans is best to adopt is for the Town to 
decide. 

On the first plan it means laying out $4,000.00; on the 
second, $10,000.00. There are things to be said in favor of both 
plans. If the buildings were owned by a private individual we 
think without doubt he would say, “Fix up the old place and it 
will last for this generation, and I can save four or five thousand 
dollars by so doing.” 

Regarding second plan, we all take a certain pride in our 
Town buildings and want them up to date, and we do not see 
how building conforming to requirements of State Board can be 
erected for less than the figures named.

In 
case said Norfolk Western Street Railway Co. refuse to pay said 
sum to the Town Treasurer, the above vote to be null and void, 
and said Street Railway Co. forbidden to act as Common Carriers 
within the limits of the Town of Walpole.

Article Thirty-four. Voted that the matter referred to in 
Article seventeen of the last annual Warrant, that the Selectmen 
be instructed to pay Mr. Charles Bird two hundred dollars for 
land taken by the State Highway, and that the above sum be 
raised and appropriated for that purpose.

Mr. MODERATOR ; GENTLEMEN OF THE TOWN OF WALPOLE. 


At the last annual town meeting the following article ap- 
peared in the warrant :—‘“To see if the town will vote to pur- 
chase land and build a suitable building thereon for the Walpole 
Centre Fire Department and appropriate money therefor.” It 
was voted that this article be referred to a committee of three. 
and that the committee ascertain the cost of a suitable building 
lot and procure plans at a cost not to exceed $50, and estimates 
for a building for the use of the Walpole Centre Fire Department, 
and to report at the next annual town meeting. 


H. H. Sanderson, John A. Way, M. W. Allen were appointed 
for that committee. 


In accordance with this vote your committee beg leave to 
submit the following report :— 


Your committee met the engineers of the Walpole Centre 
Fire Department and learned their views in regard to a building 
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suitable for the needs of the department. Such a building should 
afford room for the proper housing of the fire apparatus kept in 
the centre of the town, and suitable place for the washing and 
care of the hose and a tower not less than 55 feet in height, for 
the drying of hose. It is also desirable that such a building 
should have one or more rooms suitable for the meetings of the 


members of the fire department and another room for the use of 
the engineers. 7 
The apparatus that would require housing consists of the 


hook and ladder truck, hose cart and hose, fire buckets, etc., now 
housed on the premises of Miss Helen Clapp and in the base- 
ment of the Town Hall. Your committee are of the opinion that 
a suitable lot for this purpose can be had on Stone Street, either 
in the rear of the premises of the Medfield Electric Light & 
Power building or in the rear of the Town Hall, at a cost not ex- 


ceeding $500. 
Having ascertained the wants of the representatives of the 


fire department, your committee next consulted Vr. J. Williams 
Beal, who, at their request, prepared a preliminary sketch, which, 
together with the report of Mr. Beal, is appended to and forms 
part of this report, and provides for a house: 30x45, with a base- 
ment and tower and rooms for meetings, etc., in the gable. 

As your committee understand that their duties are confined 
to the procuring of a plan and estimates for a suitable building 
for the Walpole Centre Fire Department, to be erected whenever 
the town sees fit to appropriate the money therefor, they make 
no recommendation. | 

The bill for expenses of your committee in connection with 
this vote is appended hereto, and is hereby approved.

The Electric Light Committee appointed at the March 
Meeting 1900 made the following report : 


REPORT OF ELEcTRIC LIGHT COMMITTEE. 
March 18, 1901. 


Committee appointed at the March meeting, 1900, to inves- 
tigate the electric lighting of the town, and to see if by any means 
the town may acquire and operate its own plant, respectfully 
make the following report: 

When the committee were appointed the electric lighting of 
the town was done by the firm of B. Lewis & Son, under a contract 
with the town by which the right to erect poles and string wires 
along the streets and lanes of the town had been granted to said firm 
In consideration of this grant the said firm agreed to furnish elec- 
tric lights to any and all persons at a reasonable price. Although 
the streets were lighted by the Lewis firm, no contract existed 
whereby the town was bound to purchase light from’ said firm or 
indeed to use electric lights at all. Within the past year the in- 
terest of Lewis & Son has been acquired by the Medfield Elec- 
tric Light & Power Co., a corporation having power station in 
Medfield, and which lights a number of towns adjacent to Wal- 
pole. In the year 1900 the sum of forty-five hundred dollars 


: 
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($4500.00) was paid for electrically lighting the streets and town 
house, and for the same purpose during the year 1901 the sum of 
$4800.00 will be required. 

Statutes 1891, Chapter 370, authorizes cities and towns to 
construct, lease or purchase plants for gas or electric lighting for 
municipal use and for the use of inhabitants under the limitations 


of the act. 


No town shall exercise the authority conferred by Statute, 


until after a vote that it is expedient to exercise such authority 


shall have been passed by a vote of not less than two-thirds of 
voters present and voting at two legal town meeting duly called 
for that purpose, of which meetings the second shall be held at 
an interval of not less than two nor more than thirteen months 
after the first. 

Town may purchase an existing plant, and if the party own- 
ing it shall elect to sell under the provisious of the act, such city 
or town shall purchase such portion of the plant and property 
suitable, and used for such business in connection therewith, as 
lies within the limits of the town. 

Your committee are of the opinion that the town can and 
should acquire the electric light plant, now situated within its 
limits, preferably by purchase, under the Statute of 1891, and 
that the sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) would be a 
fair price therefor. 

The plant could then be fitted up to be worked in connection 
with the pumping station, ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) being 
the sum estimated to be necessary to make the required changes 
at the pumping station, to buy engine, dynamos, etc. 


The yearly cost of operation is estimated as follows :

Your committee submits that while these figures are purely 
estimates, they are believed to be substantially correct. The 
plan appears feasible, and worthy of the attention of the town. 


With the steady growth of the town will come an increased 
deinand for lights, for municipal and private use, and a conse- 
quent increase in revenue, and it is expected that in a few years 
the commercial revenue alone would pay the cost of operation. 


Under municipal operation the service would be improved 
and be a source of satisfaction to all concerned.

Gilmore and H. L. Jepson were appointed by the Selectmen as 
ballot clerks, and before entering upon the duties of said office 
were duly sworn by the Town Clerk. 

Eight shelves or compartments were provided by the town, 
and guarded according to law. ‘The first set of ballots furnished 
for said elections by the Secretary of the Commonwealth, said to 
contain 850, were, before the opening of the polls on said day, 
delivered to the chairman of the Selectmen, by the Town Clerk, 
and his receipt taken therefor. 

The ballot box, called the Acme, furnished by the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth, before the balloting began was opened in 
public meeting and examined by the Selectmen and ‘Town 
Clerk and found to be empty, and the register of said box was 
set at zero (0), and duly locked as required by law. 

The seal of the package containing the first set of ballots was

REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING 
DEC. 31, 1901. 


The Water Commissioners herewith submit their seventh 
annual report, being for the year ending Dec. 31, 1901. 

As in former years, the report contains a detailed statement 
of the receipts and expenditures, together with statistics concern- 
ing the plant. 

During the year we have sold water, including the $1,500 
appropriated by the town for hydrant service, to the amount of 
$7,696.42. The total expenses, including interest on bonds and 
notes, was $6,281.46, showing a profit of $1,414.96 for water sold. 

For services and construction work we have charged 
$1,009.25, and have paid out on this account $1, 171.39, showing 
a loss of $462.14. This deficiency is accounted for by extension 
work, which has been charged to this account. We have also 
been to extra expense on account of the flowage claim of the 
Mass. Chemical (io. Under the head, Protection of Water 
Supply,” we have charged up $125 05. 

The second of the series of bonds, amounting to $4,000, falls 
due this coming year, and we recommend that the town raise and 
appropriate the sum of $3,000 for payment of same, as the balance of 
$1,000 can be paid by this department. Also notes to the amount 
of $2,900 (extension) will come due, and have to be arranged for 
at the same time. 

Six inch cast iron mains have been extended 300 feet in 
Riverside Place, one hydrant placed ; 2695 feet in Main Street, 
one gate and three hydrants placed from the North School to 
Mylod Street ; 2477 feet in Diamond Street, four gates and three 
hydrants, from Stone to East Street. The pipe in Main and 
Diamond Streets was laid so late in the season that few Services 
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were put in, but will probably be put into every house on these 
streets as Soon as the ground opens in the Spring. 


The main through Diamond Street gives us a much needed 
connection between the Center and East Walpole as up to 
this time we have had to rely on a single main to supply the East 
end of the system. 

But two leaks have occurred on the system during the year, 
and these of minor importance, being merely leaky joints caused 
by the lead starting out. 

All gates and hydrants have been oiled and tested, and are 
in good condition. 

At the pumping station we have given the machinery the 
first thorough overhauling it has had since it was installed in 
1895; it is now in first-class condition. The coal shed and all 
the wood work about the station has received a coat of paint; also 
the stand-pipe at- South Walpole painted on outside. At this 
time all the structural work of the system is in good order. 


The condition of affairs as regards the controversy with the 
Mass. Chemical Co. remains the same as stated in our last re- 
port. As the question has been so thoroughly ventilated at sev- 
eral public meetings, it seems to your Commissioners to be un- 
necessary to make any further statement in regard to the matter ; 
except to state that while the temporary injunction is still in 
force, either the Company is not inclined to live up to it, or the 
gates in their dam are not large enough to take care of the water 
during a heavy rain. Whatever may be the facts in the case, ¢¢ 
happened in one instance, during a heavy rain, that the water was 
flowed back into the station so that it was impossible to run our large. 
pump, and it was with great difficulty that the small pump was run 
to furnish a supply of water sufficient for domestic purposes ; tf a fire 
had occurred at the time, tt would have been impossible to have fur- 
nished water in sufficient quantities to have been of any use. 


The question of increased consumption has been carefully 
- considered by your Commissioners, while the receipts from rates 
have increased less than 10 per cent, our total consumption has 
increased over 20 per cent. This we can only account for by the 
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great waste of water by the faucet, especially in the extremely 
hot or cold weather. House to house inspection does not bring 
satisfactory results, as people will not turn the faucet when they 
ought, as it costs no more to let the water run. When it 1s zero 
weather many people let the water run to prevent freezing. This, 
you can readily understand, causes the waste of many thousand 
gallons, while if they would go into the cellar and shut the water 
off for the night there would be no danger to the pipes from 
freezing, but that is 700 much trouble, when opening the faucet 
will effect the same result. 

During the summer months, when the demand is greatest, 
people will let the water run continually, so as to have cold water 
to drink. 

A man who has to pay for what he gets usually tries to keep 
his bills down as much as possible, and if he knows he must pay 
for the waste he will soon see the folly of his way and shut off 
the water; we have this well illustrated the past year by the 
small number of bills for excess water, over the regular meter 
rates, as compared with the previous year. 


The only remedy for needless waste is the meter system ; 
that is, place a meter on every service, giving the consumer the 
. choice of owning or renting the meter; in this way everybody 
fares alike, and each taker pays for all the water that runs 
through his service pipe. 

While the Commissioners do not contemplate the immediate 
adoption of the meter system, they propose to compel the use of 
meters, whenever, in their judgment, needless waste is taking 
place.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To THe CrrizENS OF WALPOLE: 


The School Committee very respectfully submits here- 
with its report for the year ending December 31, 1901. 

The School Board organized as usual after the annual 
town meeting, with J. Edward Plimpton chairman and 
Joseph 8. Leach, secretary. 

As there were four vacancies in the committee last 
March, the town deeming it a wise and progressive policy 
that women should serve on the school committee, elected 
two women and two men. At the first meeting it was voted 
to hold regular meetings on the first Friday of each month. 

Ata joint meeting of the committees of the towns ot 
Medfield and Walpole, held in April in accordance with 
the law, it was voted to retain the services of our superin- 
tendent, A. A. Badger, for another year. 

The crowded condition of the school rooms has made 
it necessary that some place be secured for an offce for the 
Superintendent of Schools, and we have rented the build- 
ing recently occupied by the post office for this purpose, 
and hereafter the meetings of the school committee will be 
held there. 

REPAIRS. 

It is necessary each year to spend more or less money 
in making repairs in order to keep the buildings in proper 
condition. This year the largest item of expense has been 
at the South School, but it was mostly for permanent im- 
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provements, so that the buildings and surroundings are in 
fairly good condition, although a wash bowl for the other 
dressing room, registers in each dressing room, a new base- 
ment floor, a certain amount of grading and a new fence 
are things very much needed there now. 


NEW SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


At the annual town meeting a special committee was 
appointed to secure plans and estimates for a new school 
building. This committee, after much deliberation, made 
the following report, which was referred to the next 
annual town meeting : 

The special committee appointed at the last eth 
meeting to see about building a new school house, and pur- 
chasing land for the same, begs to submit the following 
report. 

Your committee has held a number of meetings. We 
first made a rough ground plan of a building aad sent 
copies to some ten or twelve different architects. We re- 
ceived plans and specifications from a number of them, and 
those plans which seemed to. meet our requirements and 
come within the limits of what we thought the town could 
afford, we have carefully examined. Some of the plans 
we have here to-night, one of which the committee es- 
pecially recommends. This plan calls for an eight room 
building complete in every way, including heating plant 
and ventilation, as authorized by the State Board of In- 
spectors. Price of that, $17,675. 

We spent some time looking over the ditferent loca- 
tions for a building site. It seemed best to locate near the 
Center school, yet on ground high enough to insure a dry 
cellar, and room enough for a playground. The lot owned 
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by Mr. E. P. Stetson, consisting of all the land on School 
and Stone Streets below a line running from the rear of 
Mr. Glover’s lot to that of Mr. Feely’s, seems to us best 
suited in every way for the location. This can be pur- 
chased for about $1800. There is a small strip facing on 
School and Stone Streets, belonging to the Briggs estate, 
worth about $200, which it would probably be advisable to 
buy. 

For this amount we believe a school building can be 
erected and equipped, which will supply the wants of the 
town for ten or fifteen years. 

It is very evident that the town must provide more 
school room at once, and we believe that this plan is the 
most economical for the town as well as for the best interest 
of our schools.

The demand for a new building is more apparent than 
one year ago, as can be seen by studying the report of the 
superintendent of schools. 

There has been an increase of about forty pupils over 
that of last vear, and at present we are obliged to occupy 
a portion of the engine house for a school room. This is 
not a suitable place for a school, however, and some other 
provision must be made for another year. 

Twenty-five pupils in a room are all that we ought to 
have to secure the best results. 
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It has been suggested that the West school house be 
moved down near the Center Building and fitted up for two 
school rooms, taking the heat from the plant in the Center 
Building. If this could be done without too much expense, 
it would probably answer the needs for more room for one 
or two years. But in our opinion this would not be econ- 
omy for the town. 

The committee feels that the town ought to take some 
definite action in regard to a new school building at once. 

We have, as usual, appended as part of this report, 
the report or the superintendent of schools, Abner A.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF WALPOLE: 


I hereby have the honor to submit my third annual 
report, which is the seventeenth in the series of annual re- 
ports of the superintendent of the Public Schools of 
Walpole. 

The year just closing has been one of quiet but steady 
progress. ‘There have been buta few changes in our teach- 
ing force since our last report. We believe that an excel- 
lent spirit, a noble purpose and enthusiasm for the work 
influences and dominates our teachers. 


Through the whole year we have been encouraged and _ 


assisted by the numerous visits from the parents and 
friends, and by their kind criticisms and words of com- 
mendation. 

Sickness on the part of the teachers and pupils, cold, in- 
clement weather, and an epidemic of measles, have all tended 
to greatly reduce the percentage of attendance. 

The instances of tardiness have been reduced nearly 
four hundred. This is very encouraging, inasmuch as it is 
one of the worst evils with which the schools can be 
attlicted. 

There have not been as many visits by the parents and 
friends as last year; but this is accounted for by the great 
amount of stormy weather and sickness. 

The receptions held in the Town Hall during the past 
year have made up in a great measure for the loss of these 
visits, and much good has been the result. It is the plan 
now to hold a reception once each year some time in June. 


4 
: 
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The home and the school are two of the most impor- 
tant factors in civilizing the world. The school exists be- 
cause of the home, which is the most sacred institution in 
life. It isa part of the teacher’s duty to so instruct her 
pupils that they will develop into citizens of the noblest 
type, filling our homes with ideal men and women. As the 
home and school so the state. How can these two great 
factors in character building, then, accomplish their best 
work? This is a problem that we are trying to solve each 
year, and to solve it in the best manner possible. The aim 
of both is, or should be, to train up better boys and girls, 
better men and women, better citizens. To do this the 
home and school must work together, each doing its own 
share and assisting each other. There is no clear fixed 
line, nor should there be, where the work of the home 
ceases and the work of the school begins. The value of any 
home or school training is determined by the number of 
good disciplined boys and girls that go forth from their 
doors into the world. 

The parent as well as the teacher should be, first of 
all, a good disciplinarian in every sense of the word. How 
easy itis for the teacher to ascertain which child ‘comes 
from a well-disciplined home, and it is also just as easy for 
the parent to ascertain whether his child is attending a well- 
disciplined school or not. ‘* The thing that is worth more 
than fine gold and precious stones is a well-disciplined 
mind and body.” 

The policy of the town in electing a school committee 
composed of both men and women is a wise and progressive 
one, and equally so is that of the school committee in se- 
curing men as principals of the largest schools. There are 
many adyantages-accruing from this plan. It is necessary, 
if a child is to receive the best education, that he spend a 
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part of his time under the guidance of ‘a noble man. Supt. 
Search says in his book, «* An Ideal School,” : 

‘<The schools will always be taught largely by women, 
and properly so, because of woman’s finer intuitions, greater 
faithfulness in details, and exceeding patience. However, 
the child should come in contact with both kinds of mind 
and character. . This applies, more or less, to all grades of 
instruction, but particularly to that of the adolescent. 
period. Besides, teachers of opposite sexes, are corrective 
one of the other; they are complemental. Men, as a rule, 
are more original in planning; women, as a rule, are more 
successful in execution.” 

It is hoped that the time is very close at hand when 
manual training will be taught in the Walpole Schools,— 
Sloyd for the boys and cooking and sewing for the girls. 

A sewing school has been conducted at the East for 
five or six years, through the kindness of Mrs. Chas. 8S. 
Bird, the good results of which are plainly seen. This is 
a part of the public school work, and opportunity should 
be given all the girls in town, as they pass through the 
schools, to receive instruction not only in sewing, but in 
cooking. 

If a cooking school could be opened here at the Center 
for the girls of the seventh and eighth grades, a lunch 
counter might also be run in connection with it, thus solv- 
ing the problem of cold lunches. 

Your attention is hereby called to the substance of 
some of the state laws regulating the attendance of children. 

Chap. 496, Sect. 11. No child who has not been duly 
vaccinated shall be admitted to a public school except upon 
presentation of a certificate signed by a regular practising 
physician that such child is an unfit subject for vaccination. 
No child who is a member of a household in which a person 
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is sick with the small pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever or 
measles, or of a household exposed to contagion from a 
household as aforesaid, shall attend any public school 
during such sickness, or until the teacher of the school has 


been furnished with a certificate from the board of health 


of the town or city, or from the attending physician of such 
sick persun, stating in a case of small pox, diphtheria or 
scarlet fever, that a period of at least two weeks, and in 
casé of measles a period of at least three days, has elapsed 
since the recovery, removal or death of such person, and 
that danger of the conveying of such disease by such child 
has passed. 

Sect 12. Every child between the ages of 7 and 14 is 
required to attend some public day school during the entire 
time such school is in session. 

Seét. 31. Any parent who allows such child who is 
able to attend school to remain out for five whole day 
sessions or ten half day sessions in a period of six months 
shall be subject to a fine not exceeding $20. 

The school authorities are directed to discriminate 
between legally excused absence and that not legally 
excused. The following would be considered legal excuses : 
Child’s own sickness, contagious disease in the home, death 
in the family, or very inclement weather. 

The following would not be considered legal :— 
Absence occasioned by lack of proper clothing (town 
authorities are responsible when parents are unable to pro- 
vide), absence due to child’s being kept from school to 
work, take care of smaller children, etc., ete. 


Higu SCHOOL. 


The report of the principal of the High school shows 
that the school is fairly well equipped for the work re- 
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quired, but many new text books and works of reference 
are wanted each year. Next year the entering class will be 
nearly double that of any year during the past decade and 
many new books -will be needed. The new ‘course of 
study” adopted in September and which is printed in the— 
appendix is a flexible one, and we believe the students can 
now secure here the development and training necessary for 
life or college. 

The school aims to train for the best citizenship pos- 
sible—manhood and womanhood—and if in doing that a 
boy or girl can be fitted to enter college so much the better. 
Another year we hope to add a course in stenography and 
typewriting, thus enabling those students who are ‘intending 
to follow that line of work, to secure their fit for it at 
home. £ 

The location of the High school building is most un- 
fortunate. The basement is so shoal that the furnaces are 
placed twenty-six inches below the bottom, and two or 
three times each year the water comes in, filling up these 
pits and cutting off the draught so that the fires go out and 
the school takes a vacation. The vacation does no great 
harm, but the injuries to the furnaces is serious, and the 
great inconvenience to the Janitor is bad, but worst of all, 
the pupils are obliged to breathe the air for five or six 
weeks going directly over this body of stagnant water. 
Something must be done at once. If the building was 
raised three feet, it would solve the difficulty. Sufficient 
money should be raised and appropriated for that purpose 
at the next town meeting. 


REPAIRS. 


It is necessary every year to make many repairs and 
this year the usual amount has been done, so that the con- 
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‘dition of the school buildings and surroundings are far 


better than one year ago, but many things have been left 
undone though because there was no more money available. 


Repairs are needed at the North school, dry wells for 
taking care of the roof waters at the High and East schools, 
and at the Center the grounds need grading and walks and 
drive ways laid from the street to the school house. 

Some money was raised last March for doing this work, 
but as it was not enough, it was thought best to wait until 
there was enough money available to grade the whole yard. 
It is a disgrace to the town to allow the grounds around its 
principal school buildings to remain in this condition. 

Two of the school buildings need repainting, and one 
the inside finish needs revarnishing. A great deal has been 
done the past two years to render our school buildings 
comfortable and attractive, and it is hoped the good work 
will continue. 


New BUuILDINGS. 


What was said last year concerning the need of more 
school room is much more evident now, and it can only be 
urged that you provide some means for meeting the re- 
quirements of the schools. a 

A new building erected here at the Center, in accord- 
ance with the report of the special committee appointed at 
the last annual town meeting, would settle the whole 
matter for a number of years. 

At the present time all the children from the seventh 
and eighth grades at the East, North and South are trans- 
ported to the Center. This plan has relieved the pressure | 
at those points, and at the same time it has given the pupils 
transported better and greater privileges. 
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It is a question with some whether it is wise to trans-~ 


port so many of. the pupils to the Center, but from a pro- 
fessional standpoint there is no question about it. By 
doing this the pupils are able to secure a better and broader 


training than it is possible for them to otherwise obtéin. | 


The mingling and associating with children from another 
environment is a great advantage. 

Another important thing to be considered is that the 
schools at the North, South and East are now much more 
efficient, as there are not so many grades or pupils ina 
room. No teacher can do her best work with forty or fifty 
pupils of two or three grades. The ideal school is one of 
not over thirty-six pupils or possibly only twenty-five— 
better still, only twenty. 

In the appendix will be found the reports of ‘the prin- 
cipal of the highschool and the supervisor of drawing, the 
teachers’ directory,.the-statisties taken from the school 
registers, ete.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
HIGH SCHOOL. 


The first four months in the High School have been 
very satisfactory. Teachers and pupils have worked in 
harmony, and apparently with good results. Few changes 
have been made, and the school routine has run smoothly 
from the beginning. 

The course of study has been systematized and put in 
printed form. It allows a wide range of electives, although 
great care has been taken in selecting the required subjects. 

The card-catalogue system is now used for registcring 
students, cataloguing the school library and text-books, 
keeping account of school supplies, and recording the stand- 
ings of individual pupils. This simplifies the mechanical 
work of the school, and renders all records quickly and 
easily accessible. 

The oftice has been renovated, painted and furnished. 
These changes have added much to its convenience. and 
usefulness. 

A new cabinet has been placed in the Chemical Lab- 
oratory, Which has made possible more efficient work in 
that department. 

A reading table has been introduced for the benefit of 


the students. The list of papers and periodicals is small 


as yet, but it is hoped the number will be increased before 
the close of the school year. 

Some of the old and worn out school-books have been 
sold or exchanged, and new ones put in their places. 
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Among other additions to the reference library is a ten- 
volume set of the «* Century Dictionary and Encyclopedia.” 
Other valuable books have been added to the History and 
English departments. The school, as a whole, is well sup- 
plied with text-books and apparatus. 

The School City Government still continues in force, 
and is working successfully. The spirit of the school is 
good. The students have worked hard and faithfully, in 
general, and have shown a genuine desire to advance. The 
teachers have set high standards, but in doing this they 
‘ have had the welfare of the students at heart, and have 
taken a personal interest in their work. 

Parents and friends of the school are always welcome ; 
their presence is often an inspiration to both students and 
teachers.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


In making a report for the work which has been done 
in drawing in this town, I am glad to be able to say that 
the good which has been accomplished is due to the spirit 
and sympathy of the regular teachers. They have been 
faithful in attending meetings, both regular and special, and 
show much interest in the work. We have been having 
special meetings after school, so the teachers may learn 
more about art themselves. 

The same amount of time is given to the work as last 
year, and the general character of the work is the same. 
Less time in the lower grades has been given to the study 
of type solids, only the most important being taken. We 
now let the child draw at once and try to get free expres- 
sion of the imagination. We eannot do too much in this 
direction, for to cultivate the child’s taste for the beautiful 
is to give him more enjoyment in life and to make him a 
more cultured citizen. That means a great deal in these 
days, when the one and only thought of many is the oetting 
of money, no matter what kind of things they make or sell 
to getit. The only way to geta better national culture is 
through the child in the school. 

. Several gifts of beautiful pictures have been given to 
the schools during the year, for which we were very grate- 
ful. I wish more could be done for a better school-room 
decoration. Why should not the place where the child 
spends most of his time, and perhaps the brightest part of 
his life, be remembered with pleasure because of its beauty ?

The constructive work has received more attention and 
has been presented in amuch more understanding way than 
ever before. 

Probably those who have been interested in the work 
have seen that the idea of the way drawing should be 
taught has changed during the past two years. Instead of 
keeping drawing a distinct and separate course, we try to 
connect and relate it with all the different branches taught, 
and as Mr. Bailey says in his report, «*« We should have 
tasteful school work every hour of the day and every day
